Proclamation  of  the  Governor. 

The  President's  call  lor  300,000  volunteers, 
to  serve  three  years  or  during  the  war.  to  fill 
tip  the  old  regiments,  makes  the  allotment  to 
Kentucky  of  12.000  to  be  raised. 

This  call  must  be  met,  either  by  volun- 
teers. or  by  draft,  at  an  earlv  day.  The  5th 
of  January  is  set  by  the  President  as  the 
time  of  ordering  the  draft  This  will 
give  time  for  Congress  to  repeal  the  $300  ex 
emption. 

Volunteers  will  receive  the  liberal  bounty 
and  increased  pay  offered  by  the  Govern- 
ment; the  conscript  will  not  Volunteers 
select  their  own  company  and  regiment — 
the  conscript  will  be  assigned  without  re- 
gard to  his  wishes.  The  volunteer  will  be 
honored  by  his  companions  in  arms  and  by 
his  country— the  conscript  will  not. 

Recruiting  officers  will  be  detailed'from  the 
various  regiments  ami  assigned  their  recruit 
ing  posts  by  the  Adjutant  General.  The 
proportion  due  from  each  conntv,  to  equalize 
the  service  from  the  commencement  of  the 
war,  will  be  made  known  by  the  Adjutant 
General,  and  notice  thereof  given.  Each 
county  will  be  required  to  furnish  its  allot 
inent  either  in  volunteers  or  conscripts. 

Recruiting  for  the  twelve  months  service 
will  cease  with  the  authorities  lieretolore 
given,  so  eoott  as  the  regiments  forming  are 
filled. 

, Let  no  man  say  he  would  volunteer  if  it 
were  for  defense  of  the  State  or  to  serve  in 
the  State  Facts  answer  such  declarations. 
For  months  you  have  been  called  on  for 
such  service,  and  tailed  to  respond.  This 
service  is  now  closed  to  you. 

Kentucky  now  is,  and  must  continue  to  be, 
exposed  so  long  as  there  are  rebel  armies  in 
the  field.  Guerrilla  raids  will  cease  when  the 
rebel  armies  are  broken  up.  The  only  se 
curitv  to  your  State  against  invasions  and 
raids,  i9  the  destruction  of  the  rebel  armies 
Were  our  old  regiments  full  even  to  the 
minimum,  the  days  of  rebellion  would  be 
numbered,  and  but  few  The  true  defense  of 
your  State  therefore  is  by  filling  the  old  reg- 
iments npw  in  the  field.  This  will  give  a 
crushing  force,  which  must  soon  sweep  the 
rebel  armies  from  the  field. 

It’s  belter  for  you,  and  (or  the  service  that 
you  enlist  in  the  old  regiments.  It  secures 
you  from  much  of  the  dangers  of  camp  and 
field,  and  greatly  increases  your  efficiency 
as  a soldier.  These  regiments  are  now  his- 
toric. They  are  ennobled  bv  deeds  of  brave 
suffering  and  lofty  heroism.  Their  banners 
bear  inscriptions  of  living  memories.  By 
volunteering  you  will  become  a sharer  in 
in  those  living  memories  and  historic  glories 
It  you  would  preserve  the  honorable  name 
of  you  county,  volunteer.

The  Prisoners  at  Richmond — Fearful 
Revelations  of  the  Released  Surgeons. 

Washington,  Nov.  28. 
The  following  statement  by  the  surgeons 
just  released  Irotn  the  Libby  prison,  of  the 
treatment  of  our  prisoners  at  Richmond,  will 
be  presented  to  lha  War  Department  to 
morrow : 

“Washington,  D.  C.,  Nov.  27,  1863. 
“We,  the  undersigned  surgeons  of  the  U.  S. 
Army,  and  recently  prisoners  at  Richmond, 
Va.,  consider  it  our  duty  to  publish  a few 
facts  that  came  to  our  knowledge  while  we 
were  inmates  of  the  hospital  attached  to  the 
Libby  prison.  We  enjoyed  lor  several 
months  daily  access  to  the  hospitals  where 
the  sick  and  wounded  among  our  Union 
soldiers  were  under  treatment.  As  a result 
of  our  observation,  we  hereby  declare  our 
belief  that,  6ince  the  battle  of  Chickamauga, 
the  number  of  deaths  per  diem  has  averaged 
full  fifty.  The  prevailing  diseases  are 
diarrhea,  dysentery,  or  typhoid  pneumonia. 
Of  late  the  per  centage  of  deaths  has  great- 
ly increased  from  causes  that  have  been 
long  at  work,  as  insufficient  food,  clothing 
and  shelter,  combined  with  that  depression 
of  spirits  brought  so  often  by  long  confine- 
ment. It  may  seem  almost  incredible,  when 
we  affirm,  of  our  personal  knowledge,  that 
in  the  three  hospitals  for  wounded  soldiers, 
the  average  mortality  is  near  forty  per  day, 
and,  upon  the  most  reliable  testimony,  we 
are  lorced  to  believe  the  deaths  in  the  tobac- 
co factories,  and  upon  the  Island,  will  raise 
the  total  mortality  among  all  the  Union 
prisoners  to  fifty  per  day,  or  fifteen  hundred 
monthly. 

“The  extremely  reduced  condition  ol 
those  brought  from  the  Island,  argues  that 
hundreds  quite  sick  are  left  behind,  who. 
with  us,  would  be  considered  fit  subjects  for 
hospital  treatment.  Such,  too,  is  the  fact, 
a9  invariably  stated  by  scores  we  have  con- 
versed with  from  that  camp.  The  same,  to 
a degree,  holds  true  of  the  prisoners  in  the 
city.  It  would  be  a reasonable  estimate  to 
put  the  number  who  are  fit  subjects  for  hos- 
pitals, hut  who  are  refused  admittance,  at 
five  hundred.  One  thousand  are  already, 
under  treatment  in  the  three  hospitals;  and 
the  Confedrate  surgeons  themselves  say  the 
number  of  patients  is  only  limited  by  the 
small  accommodations  provided.  Thus  we 
have  over  ten  per  cent,  ol  the  whole  num- 
ber of  the  prisoners  held  classed  as  sick 
men,  who  need  the  most  assiduous  and  skill 
tul  attention  ; yet,  in  the  matter  of  rations 
they  are  receiving  nothing  but  corn-bread 
and  sweet  potatoes.  Meat  is  no  longer 
furnished  to  any  class  of  our  prisoners,  ex- 
cept to  the  few  officers  in  Libby  Hospital  ; 
and  all  the  sick  and  well  officers  and  privates 
are  now  furnished  with  a very  poor  article  of 
corn  bread,  in  place  of  wheat  bread — an 
unsuitable  diet  for  hospital  patients,  pros- 
trated with  diarrhea,  dysentery,  and  fever. 

“To  say  nothing  of  many  startling  instan- 
ces of  individual  suffering,  and  horrid  pic 
tures  of  dcatii  from  protracted  sickness  and 
semi-starvation,  we  have  had  tiiurst  upon 
our  attention,  the  first  demand  of  the  poor 
creatures  from  the  Island  was  always  for 
something  to  eat  Self-respect  gone,  hall 
clad  and  covered  with  vermin  and  filth, 
many  of  them  are  often  beyond  all  reach 
of  medical  skill.  In  one  instance  the  am- 
bulances brought  sixteen  to  the  hospital,  and 
during  the  night  seven  of  them  died.  Again 
eighteen  were  brought,  and  eleven  of  them 
died  in  twenty  four-hours.  At  another  lime 
fourteen  were  admitted  in  a single  day,  and 
ten  of  them  died.  Judging  from  what  we 
have  ourselves  seen  and  do  know,  we  do  not 
hesitate  to  say  tiiat  under  a treatment  of 
systematized  abuse,  neglect,  and  semi-star- 
vation, the  number  who  are  becoming 
prematurely  btoken  down  in  tbeir  constitu- 
tions must  be  reckoned  by  thousands.  We 
leave  it  to  others  lo  say  what  is  demanded 
by  this  s ate  of  things.  The  Confederate 
papers  in  general  terms  acknowledge  tiie 
truth  of  all  we  have  affirmed,  but  usually 
elose  tbeir  abusive  editorials  by  declaring 
that  even  such  treatment  is  better  than  the 
iuvading  Yankee  deserves. 

“The  Examinerin  arecentarticle  begrudg- 
ed the  little  food  the  prisoners  did  receive, 
and  the  boxes  sent  to  us  from  home,  and 
closed  by  eulogizing  the  system  of  semi  star- 
vation and  exposure  as  well  calculated  to 
dispose  of  us.  All  this  is  true,  aud  yet  the 
cold  weath.er  is  hardly  commenced.  We  are 
horrified  when  we  picture  the  wholesale 
misery  and  death  that  will  come  with  tiie 
biting  frosts  of  winter.  Recently  several 
hundred  prisoners  per  day  were  being  re 
moved  to  Danville,  and  in  two  instances  we 
were  standing  in  view  of  them  as  their  ranks 
filed  past.  It  was  a sad  sight  to  see  the  at-' 
tenuated  features  and  pallid  faces  of  men,  a 
tew  montlis  since  robust  and  in  vigorous 
health  Numbers  were  without  shoes,  near- 
ly all  without  blankets  or  overcoats  and  not 
a man  did  we  see  who  was  well  fed  and 
fully  clad,  but  to  the  credit  of  the  prisoners 
in  Richmond,  of  all  ranks,  be  it  recorded, 
that,  although  they  have  shown  heroic  for- 
titude under  suffering,  and  spurning  the  idea 
that  their  Government  had  forgotten  them, 
have  held  last  their  confidence  in  the  final 
and  speedy  success  of  our  cause  In  addi- 
tion to  the  above  statement,  we  wish  to  be 
distinctly  understood  that  the  Confederate 
medical  officers  connected  with  the  hospitals 
referred  to,  Surgeons  Wilkins,  Simmons  and 
Sobal,  and  the  hospital  steward  llollet,  are 
Dot  in  any  way,  as  far  as  our  observation 
has  extended,  responsible  for  the  state  of 
things  existing  there,  but  on  the  other  hand, 
we  are  bound  in  justice  to  bear  testimony  to 
their  kindness  anti  the  faithful  performance 
of  duties  with  the  limited  means  at  their 
disnosal  Signed:

The  Soldi  HRs'  Cemetery  at  Gbtttsbcro 
— Ceremonies  of  Dedication. — The  Soldiers 
Cemetery  at  Gettysburg  was  formally  ded- 
icated on  Thursday  last.  The  President, 
Secretary  Seward,  and  othere  made  brief 
addresses,  and  an  oration  was  delivered  by 
Edward  Everett. 

Mr.  Everett  began  bis  address  with  a de- 
scription of  the  honors  bestowed  by  the 
Athenians  upon  their  heroes  who  fell  in 
battle;  remarking  that  be  felt,  as  never  be- 
fore, how  justly,  from  the  dawn  of  history 
to  the  present  time,  men  have  paid  the 
homage  of  their  gratitude  and  admiration 
to  the  memory  of  those  who.nobly  sacrifice 
their  lives  that  their  fellow-men  may  live 
iu  safety.  Alter  recounting  at  length 
the  history  of  the  three  days  at  Gettysburg, 
and  the  events  immediately  preceding  and 
following  the  great  battles,  Mr.  Everett 
proceeded  to  show  the  fallacy  of  the  rebel 
attempts  to  diminish  the  magnitude  of  the 
disaster  which  befell  Lee's  army,  and  then 
passed  to  a consideration  of  the  responsibili- 
ty of  the  South  for  the  ravages  of  the  war. 

He  concluded  his  brilliant  oration  with 
the  following  beautiful  tribute  to  the  illus- 
trious heroes  who  fell  on  that  memorable 
day  : 

And  now,  friends,  fellow-citizens  of  Get- 
tysburg and  Pennsylvania,  and  you  from  re- 
moter States,  let  me  again  invoke  your  ben- 
ediction, as  we  part,  on  these  honored  graves. 
You  feel,  though  the  occasion  is  mournful, 
that  it  is  good  lobe  here.  You  feel  that  it 
was  greatly  auspicious  for  the  cause  ol  the 
country  that  the  men  of  the  East  and  the 
men  of  the  West,  the  men  of  nineteen  sis- 
ter States,  stood,  side  by  aide  on  the  peril- 
ous ridges  of  the  battle.  You  now  feel  it  a 
new  bond  of  union  that  they  shall  lie  side 
by  side  till  a clarion  louder  than  that  which 
marshalled  them  lo  the  combatshall  a take 
their  slumbers.  God  bless  the  Union!  It 
is  dearer  to  us  for  the  blood  of  those  brave 
inen  shed  in  its  defense.  The  spots  on 
which  they  stood  and  fell;  these  pleasant 
heights;  tiie  fertile  plain  beneath  them;  the 
thriving  village  whose  streets  so  lately  rang 
it  It  the  strange  din  of  war;  the  fields  be 
yond  the  ridge  where  the  noble  Reynolds 
held  the  advancing  foe  at  bay,  and,  while 
he  gave  up  his  own  life,  assured  by  his  fore- 
thought and  self-sacrifice  the  triumph  of  the 
two  succeeding  days;  the  littie  streams 
hicli  wind  through  the  hills,  on  whose 
banks,  in  after  times,  the  wondering  plough- 
man will  turn  up  with  the  rude  weapon  of 
savage  warfure  the  fearful  missiles  of  mod- 
ern artillery  ; the  Seminary  Ridge,  the  Peach 
Orchard,  Cemetery,  Culp,  and  Wolf  Hill, 
Round  Top,  Little  Round  Top,  humble  names, 
henceforward  dear  aud  famous ; no  lapse  of 
time,  no  distance  of  space  shall  cause  you  to  be 
forgotten.  “The  whole  earth,”  said  PerieJes, 
as  he  stood  over  theremaiasof  his  fellow  cit 
izens  who  had  fallen  in  the  first  year  of  the 
Peloponessian  war,  “the  whole  earth  is  the 
sepulchre  of  illustrious  men."  All  time, 
he  might  have  added,  is  the  millennium  of 
their  glory.  Surely  I would  do  no  injustice 
to  the  other  noble  achievements  of  the  war 
which  have  reflected  such  honor  On  both 
arms  of  the  service,  and  have  entitled  the 
armies  and  the  navy  of  the  United  Stales, 
their  officers  and  men,  to  the  warmest 
thanks  and  the  richest  rewards  which  a 
grateful  people  can  pav.  But  they,  I am 
sure,  will  join  us  in  saying,  as  we  bid.  fare- 
well to  the  dust  of  these  martyr  heroes,  that 
wheresoever  throughout  the  civilized  world 
theaccounts  of  this  great  warfare  are  read, 
and  down  to  the  latest  period  of  recorded 
time  in  the  glorious  annals  of  our  common 
country,  there  will  be  no  brighter  page  than 
that  which  relates  Tub  Battles  ok  Oettys- 
BUBO. 

DEDICATORY  SPEECH  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

The  President  then  delivered  the  following 
dedicatory  speech  : 

Fourscore  and  seven  years  ago  our  fatb 
era  brought  fortli  upon  this  continent  a new 
nation,  conceived  in  liberty  and  dedicated  to 
tbe  proposition  that  all  men  are  created 
equal.  (Applause.)  Now  we  are  engaged 
in  a great  civil  war,  testing  whether  that 
nation,  or  any  nation,  so  conceived  and 
so  dedicated,  can  long  endure.  We  are 
met  on  a great  battle-field  of  that  war 
We  are  met  to  dedicate  a portion  of  it 
as  the  final  resting  place  of  those  who  here 
gave  their  lives  that  that  nation  might  live. 

It  is  aliogether  fitting  and  proper  that  we 
should  do  this.  But  in  a larger  sense  we 
cannot  dedicate,  we  cannot  consecrate,  we 
cannot  hallow  this  ground.  The  brave  men, 
living  and  dead,  who  struggled  here,  have 
consecrated  it  far  above  our  power  to  add  or 
detract.  (Applause ) Ths  world  will  lit- 
tle note,  nor  long  remember,  wiiat  we  sav 
here,  but  it  can  never  forget  what  they  did 
here.  (Applause  ) It  is  for  us,  the  living, 
rather  to  be  dedicated  here  to  the  unfinish- 
ed work  that  they  have  thus  so  far  nobly 
carried  on.  (Applause.)  It  is  rather  for  us 
to  be  here  dedicated  to  the  great  task  re 
rnaining  before  tis,  that  from  these  honored 
dead  we  take  increased  devotion  to  that 
cause  for  which  they  here  gave  the  last  full 
measure  of  devotion  ; that  we  here  highly 
resolve  that  the  dead  shall  not  have  died  in 
vain — (applause) — that  the  nation  shall  un- 
der God  have  a new  birth  of  freedom,  and 
that  governmentsof  the  people,  by  the  peo 
pie,  and  for  the  people,  shall  not  perish 
from  the  earth.  (Long continued  applause.) 

Three  cheers  were  given  for  the  President 
and  the  Governors  of  the  States 

After  the  delivery  of  this  address  the  dirge 
and  the  benediction  closed  the  exercises, and 
the  immense  assemblage  separated  at  about 
2 o'clock.

“When  speculators  find  that  they  will  not 
be  allowed  to  control  the  market,  and  that 
tbe  Government  is  determined  to  take  what 
it  wants  at  a reasonable  price,  a wonderful 
change  in  the  produce  trade  will  be  appa- 
rent. Articles  will  then  find  the  market  as 
they  are  needed,  and  at  justifiable  rates. 
The  chief  combination  of  the  speculators  is 
against  the  Government,  and  when  this  is 
found  to  be  a failure,  all  other  purchasers 
will  reap  the  benefit.” 

Speaking  of  the  high  prices  that  have 
ruled  iu  the  face  of  abundance,  the  same 
paper  remarks : 

“When  all  the  wants  of  our  army  and  home 
population  are  reasonably  allowed  for,  there 
can  be  no  question  of  the  existence  of  a con- 
siderable surplus  in  the  land.  Ordinary 
causes  have  uot  produced  present  pricee. 
The  secret  is  in  the  spirit  of  speculation 
which  is  rife  in  the  land.  Army  contracts 
have  thrown  a large  surplus  of  means  into 
the  hands  of  the  most  grasping  speculators 
in  the  country,-  and  this  is  all  reinvested 
with  a view  to  controlling  the  market,  so 
lar  as  certain  staples  are  concerned.  The 
increase  in  tiie  prices  of  these  articles  has 
has  carried  all  other  things  in  proportion. 
Tbe  result  is  an  artificial  market,  so  far  as 
our  home  productions  are  concerned,  un- 
justified by  anything  in  the  condition  of  tbe 
country." 

Nojustman  can  object  to  the  action  of 
the  Government  in  defending  itself  against 
the  combinations  and  uiacbinationsof  “land- 
sharks.  " It  is  not  to  an  inflated  currency 
to  which  we  are,  and  to  which  they  would 
make  us  believe  we  are  indebted,  but  to  the 
determination  of  those  who  wield  capital  to 
realize  rapid  fortunes  by  wringing  them  from 
he  Government  ar.d  the  people.  Hence, 
tbe  land  is  filled  witli  “strikes"  among  the 
laboring  classes,  who  find  it  impossible  to 
maintain  themselves  on  former  liberal  wag- 
es, and  in  the  defeat  of  speculative  combi- 
nations, they  will  find  the  speediest  and 
most  certain  relief.  Again,  we  say,  we  in- 
dorse the  action  in  regard  to  hay,  and  trust 
t may  have  general  application.

A HIST  TO  MURDER  UNION  PRISONERS. 

It  is  now  pretty  well  understood  that  the 
cartel  has  been  dropped,  and  no  more  pris- 
oners are  to  be  exchanged  during  the  war. 
The  fact  is  suggestive,”  says  the  Richmond 
Whig.  “Our  soldiers  will  remember  that 
capture  means  imprisonment  till  the  close  of 
the  war — perhaps  for  life.  They  will  re- 
member, also,  that  Yankee  prisoners  have  to 
be  fed,  and  that  every  one  sent  to  Richmond 
shortens  their  rations  and  increases  the 
price  of  food  purchased  by  their  wives  and 
children.  We  are  bound  by  every  obliga- 
tion of  humanity  to  treat  our  prisoners  well, 
and  the  Government  will  continue  to  feed 
them  with  the  best  it  cau  afford,  even  when 
the  price  of  provisions  becomes  so  enormous 
that  the  wives  and  children  of  the  soldiers 
will  have  to  be  supported  by  public  charity. 
But  wiiat  soldier  will  like  to  see  his  own 
flesh  and  blood  turned  into  paupers  tor  ths 
sake  of  pampering  Yankees?  The  more 
Yankees  sent  to  Richmond,  the  sooner  will 
oar  women  und  children  be  compelled  to 
beg  tbeir  daily  bread.  We  do  not  blame 
the  Yankee  Government  for  its  course  ; ev- 
erything is  fair  in  war  But  we  repeat,  the 
fact  that  no  more  prisoners  are  to  he  ex- 
changed is  very  suggestive,  especially  to 
Southern  soldiers,  who  do  not  like  long 
years  of  confinement,  and  who  have  fami- 
lies not  accustomed  to  the  pangs  of  hunger 
or  hardships  and  ignominy  of  the  Poor- 
house."

SUGGESTED  ADVANCE  ON  WASHINGTON. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  enemy  out- 
numbers us  at  Chatlamiooga,  and  holds  po- 
sitions that  cannot  be  taken  from  him 
without  losses  heavier  than  we  are  able  to 
bear,  our  cotemporary,  the  Savannah  He- 
publican,  urges  the  heavy  reinforcement  of 
Lee  in  Northern  Virginia,  for  an  advance 
upon  the  Federal  Capital.  The  Republican 
thinks  that  with  twenty  or  thirty  thousand 
men  added  to  his  present  force,  he  could 
readily  sweep  Meade  from  the  face  of 
the  earth  and  take  posession  of  the  Federal 
Capital.  Even  should  he  seriously  threaten 
it,  the  movement  would  cause  a scattering 
among  the  forces  of  Grant,  for  they  are 
nearest  the  point  of  danger,  and  would  be 
the  first  to  be  sent  to  the  rescue  Thus,  if 
we  failed  lo  get  Washington,  we  should  at 
least  procure  the  evacuation  of  ©hattannooga, 
aud  bring  about  a restoration  of  our  army 
in  Tennessee  to  its  original  advantageous 
position,  if,  indeed,  it  did  not  enable  us  to 
recover  the  whole  of  Tennessee  and  make  a 
demonstration  on  Kentucky  besides. 

We  coincide  in  the  opinion  of  our  cotem- 
porarv.  that  if  unable  to  drive  the  enemy 
away,  we  can  at  least  give  him  motives  that 
will  compel  him  to  depart  for  his  own  safety, 
with  the  order  for  every  regiment  that  can 
be  safely  spared  from  every  division  of  the 
army,  to  be  hurried  forward  to  General  Lee, 
and  thus  enable  him  before  winter  sets  in  to 
advance  upon  Washington.  But  is  it  cer- 
tain that  we  are  unable  to  “drive  the  ene- 
my" before  we  resort  to  demonstrations 
elsewhere  to  force  him  from  his  position  ?

mg  up  into  every  little  nook  and  cove  is  a 
vast  dark  line  of  lava,  stretching  out  from 
the  road  southward  almost  as  far  as  the  eye 
can  see — -a  mass  of  cinder,  cracked  and : 
gaping  like  monster  Doom  distorted,  scaly,  j 
sulphuric  and  abysmal — resembling,  Iiiu-i 
agine,  an  abandoned  Pandemonium,  rusting  j 
and  wasting  from  long  disuse 

The  road  is  not  bad;  bat  winds  along 
between  tbe  baseol  the  hills  and  the  margin 
of  that  dark  expanse,  with  scarcely  room, 
in  places,  for  a wagon  to  pass.  Tiie  waves  of 
cinder  lorm  a complete  and  continuous  wall, 
from  five  to  twenty  feet  high,  and  far  more  in- 
surmountable than  were  the  walls  ot  Jericho 
or  Jerusalem.  In  appearance,  this  resem- 
bles pot  metal  ; and  the  wall  projects  at  the 
top  like  a rushing  billow. 

The  weather  wa9  hot  and  smoky  ; the 
haze  that  hung  over  that  sombre  valley 
seemed  lo  come  up  from  the  smoldering 
hell  beneath  The  heat  simmered  upwards 
a9  from  a furnace. 

Along  the  verge  of  the  valley,  in  the 
heaps  ot  lava,  were  rattlesnakes,  scorpions, 
horned  toads  and  lizards.  Here  and  there 
a raven  flapped  by  with  its  dismal  croak, 
and  dwarfed  chipmunks  twittered  along  tiie 
moldy  crevices.  I could  easily  imagine  the 
sound  of  unearthly  groans,  the  snapping  of 
hats,  the  hooting  of  owls  and  the  hollow 
rattle  of  dry  hones  coining  up  from  that 
truly  wonderlul  valley. 

Passing  beyond  where  the  mountains 
eeem  to  have  baffled  that  molten  sea  in 
days  gone  by,  the  valley  becomes  broader, 
and  the  lava  more  scattered,  being  in  ridges 
and  detached  heaps  ; yet  the  scene  is  scarce- 
ly less  desolate  than  before,  for  there  is  only 
sand  and  sage  between  the  patches  and  belts 
of  lava.  Here  is  a stretch  of  twenty  miles 
without  water.  Winding  across  the  parch- 
ed and  sandy  plain,  feeling  scorched  and 
nervous,  suddenly  we  came  upon  the  breach 
of  a river.  1 was  forcibly  reminded  of 
tiie  .Styx,  and  involuntarily  looked  lor  the 
gent  who  is  said  to  ply  the  ferry  on  that 
most  gloomy  stream. 

It  was  Lost  River,  and  indeed  the  name 
seemed' suggestive  and  apropriate,  for  it  ap- 
pears without  origin  or  destiny.

It  sinks  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  “Three  Buts,"  according  to  the  maps, 
after  flowing  for  twenty  or  thirty  miles  in  a 
direction  opposite  to  the  course  ot  Suake 
River. 

Following  this  river  four  or  five  miles, 
the  road  hears  directly  south  over  a sand 
plain  for  forty  miles,  with  no  water,  except 
one  very  small  spring  ten  miles  out  from  the 
river.  This  is  in  every  respect  a desert. 
Largo  tracts  on  either  side  of  the  road  are 
covered  with  lava  of  a similar  nature  to  that 
further  west.

The  remains  of  the  unfortunate  creatures 
have  reposed  for,  perhaps,  upwards  of  thirty 
years  beneath  the  floor  ot  this  notorious 
house,  and,  until  very  recently,  it  has  been 
occupied  by  different  persons  during  this 
entire  period.  The  maidens  whose  skeletons 
are  now  exhumed,  had  they  lived,  would  be 
old  ladies,  and  the  innocent  babe  would  now 
be  in  the  meridian  of  life.

•When  we  reforreii  to  the  recent  meet- 
ing o!'  War  Deruooraie  at  Chicago,  in  our 
last  issue,  we  were  guided  alone  by  'lie  plat 
form  which  was  adopted,  and  regretted  that 
thev  were  not  explicit  upon  one  of  the  lead 
ing  issues  that  will  divide  parties  and  dis 
tract  the  country.  Since  our  article  was 
written  we  have  seen  a report  of  their  pro 
ceedings,  which,  in  some  measure,  justifies 
our  hope  and  belief  that  the  meeting  was 
conservative,  and  not  of  a radical  tendency 
as  we,  in  common  with  others,  feared.  From 
that  report  we  take  the  following,  showing 
that  the  meeting  acted  upon  and  rejected 
propositions  which  would  have  placed  these^ 
War  Democrats  upon  the  same  platform  as 
the  one  occupied  by  the  Radical  Iiepubli- 
licans  : 

“That  the  American  Union,  as  well  as  the 
progress  of  Democratic  principles,  require 
the  total  divorce  of  the  party  of  Jellerson 
and  Jackson  from  all  association  or  sympa- 
thy with  slavery. 

• That  the  rebel  States,  by  the  action  of 
their  public  authorities,  waged  war  upon  the 
nation,  in  violation  of  the  Constitution,  and 
that  such  war  was  an  abdication  of  all  legi- 
timute  State  authority." 

Thesubstanceof  the  remaining  resolutions 
was  Uiat  the  rebellion  ol  the  Southern  Stales 
bad  destroyed  the  last  vestige  ol  slavery  and 
enfranchised  the  Alricun  race,  and  that  the 
Proclamation  of  Emancipation  was  a glori 
one  measure. 

These  propositions  were  rejected  by  adeci- 
dei  vote.  In  fact  received  no  support  except 
from  a small  minority.  The  meeting  not 
only  rejected  these  mischievous  proposition*, 
bat  instead  thereof,  adopted  the  following, 
which  is  in  substance  the  same  as  accepted 
by  all  conservative  Union  men  everywhere 

Rantved,  Tnatas  the  only  legitimate  pur 
pose  for  which  the  war  may  be  waged  is  to 
Suppress  the  rebellion  the  war  must  cease  as 
Soon  as  the  rebellion  is  at  an  end;  and  we 
would  bail  with  joy  any  indication  by  the 
people  ol  a rebellio  is  State  to  return  to  their 
allegiance,  vet  we  shall  not  regret  il  slavery 
falls  as  the  legitimate  consequence  ol  the 
war. 

Although  we  would  have  been  better 
pleased  if  this  meeting  had  ignored,  in  their 
resolutions,  all  sympathy  in  the  radical 
measures  which  are  attempted  to  be  foisted 
upon  the  country,  we  arc  satisfied,  from  the 
action  of  the  conference,  that  they  will  unite 
with  no  party  advocating  each  doctrines. 
We  may  be  mistaken  in  our  ostimate  of  the 
importance  of  this  conference,  but  cannot 
be  mistaken  as  to  its  character.  These  evi- 
dences of  conservative  sentiment  are  truly 
encouraging  to  true  Union  men,  an  i relieve 
our  minds  of  the  fear  that  the  ruinous  and 
malignant  p ol  icy  ol  Sumner  and  his  faction 
will  become  the  polioy  of  tire  Government.

•Attention  is  directed  to  the  order  of 
Adjutant  General  Boyle,  which  we  pub- 
lish in  another  column.  Kentucky’s  quota 
under  the  recent  call  for  troops  is  12,701, 
and,  in  some  manner,  this  quota  must  be 
raised,  and  time  is  given  until  the  5tli 
January,  to  give  an  opportunity  to  our  citi- 
zens to  volunteer.  Alter  that  day,  comes  tfie 
drat. 

Franklin  county  must  raise  41  recruits  in 
order  to  escape  the  draft.  This  small  num- 
ber can  be  raised,  and  it  ought  to  be  done 
without  delay,  if  the  proper  measures  are 
taken,  the  quota  of  this  county  could  be 
raised  without  much  difficulty. 

Tne  inducements  held  out  to  volunteers 
are  very  liberal.  Bounties  of  $302  are  ol 
fered  to  new  recruits,  and  $402  to  those  who 
have  served  at  least  nine  months.  A premi 
um  ol  $15  is  given  for  each  new  recruit, 
and  $25  for  each  veteran.  Of  the  bounties, 
$75  will  be  paid  to  the  recruit  on  h's  arrival 
at  camp  and  before  lie  goes  to  tile  field.  It, 
however,  the  person  is  drafted,  he  gets  noth 
ing  except  his  ordinary  pay.  There  are 
•cores  of  young  unmarried  men  in  our  conn 
tv,  who  could,  without  inconvenience  or 
sacrifice  of  other  duties,  enlist  in  the  army, 
and  they  should  step  forward  to  save  their 
eountv  from  the  mortification  of  a draft.

Adding  to  a fine  form  and  dignified  bear 
ing,  the  excellence  of  impressive  gesture, 
accompanying  the  fine  modulate  ot  a rich 
voice,  he  spoke  at  once  the  orator  arid  the 
soldier.  I heard  several  of  his  addresses, 
and  here  shall  reproduce  one  of  them,  giv- 
ing as  near  as  possible  his  exact  language, 
that  the  people  ruay  hear,  as  well  as  our 
selves,  the  farewells  of  the  Commander  oi 
the  21st  Army  Corps.  To  one  regiment  he 
remarked:  “I  came  among  you  to  day  mere 
ly  to  say  good-bye.  To  say  to  you  that  I am 
no  longer  your  commander.  Your  Govern 
meat  lias  seen  fit  to  relive  me,  and  I must 
say,  gentlemen,  the  Government  is  right. 
There  has  been  suspicion  cast  upon  me,  and 
no  oue,  with  the  slightest  stain  upon  his 
character, should  be  allowed  to  hold  so  im- 
portant a position  as  the  one  1 had  the 
honor  to  hold,  as  your  Corps  Commander. 

"Toward  the  Government  I have  no  ill 
feeling,  but  toward  traducers  and  slanderers, 
perlmps  1 have.  As  the  Commander  of  the 
21st  Corps,  I have  been  highly  honored  in 
times  past.  Tuis  honor  was  to  me  a source 
of  much  pride.  I prized  it  the  more  highly, 
because  il  caine  to  me  through  you,  and  it 
was  ever  my  care  to  preserve  it  untarnished 

"Now  when  slanderous  tongue  assails, 
mine  was  the  action,  and  mine  shali  be  the 
disgrace.  Happen  what  may,  the  people 
shall  honor  your  deeds  and  your  valor,  in 
spite  of  newspaper  correspondents.  In  sor 
row  I speak  farewell.  May  succsss  attend 
you  in  all  your  efforts,  especially  in  those 
toward  putting  down  this  wicked  rebellion.

This  number  should  be  raised  by  volun  leering, 
for  which  time  is  given  until  the  fifth  day  of 
January  next.  Should  the  enlistments  not 
amount  to  the  required  number  by  that  day,  a  *  1 
draft  will  be  enforced  to  make  up  the  deficit.  I 
The  accompanying  list  shows  the  exact 
number  eacli  County  will  be  required  to 
furnish  Many  ot  these  sub  districts  have 
already  exceeded  their  proportions,  and  con-  | 
aeqiiently  no  assignment  is  now  made  them.  I 
The  enlistments  will  be  entirely  lor  those 
Regiments  now  in  the  field,  and  for  the  space 
of  three  years  or  during  the  war.  A premi- 
um of  $15  for  each  new  recruit,  or  $25  for 
each  "Veteran,"  will  be  paid  the  party  pro- 
ducing him.  as  soon  as  the  recruit  reaches 
the  place  of  general  rendezvous  Bounties 
of  $302  to  new  recruits,  and  of  $402  to  those 
who  have  served  at  least  nine  months,  will 
be  paid  in  convenient  installments,  the  first 
of  which  amounting,  with  advance  pay,  to

Entire  harmony  of  action 
exists  between  Maj  Sidell,  U S.  A , acting 
Assistant  Provost  Marshal  General  for  Ken- 
tucky at  Louisville,  his  District  Provost 
Marshals,  and  the  Stale  authorities 
It  behooves  every  man  in  Kentucky  to  la- 
bor for  the  accomplishment  ol  this  common 
good,  to  assist  in  enlisting  recruits  sufficient 
to  obviate  the  draft,  which  is  sure  to  follow 
if  we  are  delinquent  in  this  duty.  Let  every- 
one lend  himself  to  this  patriotic  purpose — 
let  every  neighborhood  respond  in  the  most 
triumphant  manner  to  this  great' moral  and 
physical  obligation.
